Major Hollwey said that the matter might 
be left to those who had raised. the alarm, 
and thev would see if they could do better 
than this Board 

The resignation of Mr. J. J. Kennedy, a 
shipping member, was accepted with regret.

The Chairman said that they received that 
decision with great regret.

NEW CANADIAN BISHOPS 


His Holiness the Pope has appointed the 
Right Rev. Dr. Leon Nelligan, b.P., Y.G., 
Edmonton, as Bishop of Pembroke, Canada, 
and the Rev. John Ryan, of Hamilton, as 
Bishop of Hamilton, Canada. 

Dr. Nelligan was ordained in 1925 and be- 
came a Domestic Prelate to the Pope in 1930. 
He is a Doctor of Theology and was Vicar- 
General of the Diocese of Edmonton and 
parish priest of the Cathedral at Edmonton. 

Dr. Ryan has been Chancellor of the diocese 
over which he has now been called to rule. 

There are about 50,000 Catholics in Pem- 
broke diocese, which is suffragan to the Arch- 
diocese of Ottawa. It contains 27 parishes, 
with resident priests and 15 assistant priests, 
564 missions, 17 stations, seven chapels, con- 
gregations of nuns, five academies and a good 
school system. 

Hamilton diocese in Ontario, suffragan to 
the Archdiocese of Toronto, contains 80 
parishes, 93 churches, 43 missions and 10 
stations. It has 53 secular and 20 religious 
priests and 200 nuns. There are a large 


number of Catholic schools, to which the State ' 


accords virtually the same rights as to the 
public schools. 


CHURCH AS LAW-MAKER 


At the closing meeting of the Interna. 
tional Congress of Comparative Law which 
has just concluded at The Hague, a notable 
contribution was made by Mgr. Romani, a 
distinguished member of the Ecclesiastical 
Court of the Vatican. Mgr. Romani delivered 
a brilliant address in Tatin, in which he 
pointed out that the Church had already 
solved many of the questions which had been 
under consideration of the Congress, and that 
guidance might be obtained from ecclesiasti- 
cal sources. 


MISSIONARIES IN CHINA 


Assurances were received last week that the 
Catholic missionaries in China were safe from 


molestation, as they were highly esteemed hy- 


both the Chinese and the Japanese. This, 
however, does not allay anxiety about the’ 
Irish missionaries who have been raided and 
taken prisoners by Chinese irregulars, 

In a raid on the Marist seminary at 
Heishanho, about a dozen miles from Peking, 
on Monday the Rev. Brother Francis Feely, 
a member of the community, and a native of 
Dungannon, was made prisoner and taken 
into the hills by a band of Chinese irregulars. 

Eight other members of the community 
were also taken away. . They included six 
priests—two French, one Dutch, one German, 
one Hungarian and one Czech-~and two 
Spanish Brothers. 

On the evening of the same day a mixed 
force of Japanese soldiers and Chinese police, 
accompanied by two members of the French 
Embassy, went to Heishanho in lorries, but 
found that the raiders had fled and taken 
their captives with them, but had left behind 
the wounded Father Superior, Father 
Francois de Sales; another priest too old to 
travel, and a third, with demands for a 
ransom. 

One report states that Father Francois 
was seriously wounded and that the seminary 
was looted by the attackers.

WORK ON A RECLAIMED 
MARSH 


A MODEL CREAMERY 


In a twelve-hour run, which included land 
reclaimed from the Haveland Marsh aorth- 
west of Berlin, and a model creamery at 
Neuruppin, visitors to the recent Dairy Con- 
gress and Exhibition in Berlin gained a lot of 
useful informatién. It was, for many, the 
most practical trip of the week. 

On the journey out it was remarkable: to 


note the conjunction of old and new. Electric 


cables are carried across the land, where some 
of the power required is derived from wind- 
mills. On some of the farms draught oxen 
are used for ploughing, while close by horses 
are engaged for draught purposes. The 
horses in use are of a strong, clean-legged 
type, well suited for the sandy soil of the 
district. 

The moorland reclamation schemes on the 
provincial estates of Ebereschenhof and 
Teufelshof were studied with great interest. 
Situated in the Haveland marsh, formerly a 
river bed, this was entirely barren land with 
a very high soil water sub level twenty-four 
years ago. Now it is cultivated ground on a 
somewhat flat moor, mixed with sand. 
Certain areas were found to be difficuit to 
make productive, and, of an area xtending 
to 112,500 acres, 2,790 acres are» lteing 
rendered productive, some 60 per cent. heing 
under grass and 40 per cent. under otner 
crops. 


Giving Employment 


The object, of the present Governmant 
scheme is to provide food for 16,000 
people, of whom some 12,000 are mentally 
affected.. Some of the mental. deficients 
are employed on the land in an effort to 
improve them. The land is also used to 
rovide work for some of the unemployed, 
including those who would be classed as 
““tramps,”’ another portion of the work 
being done by the young men of the German 
Labour Corps. Under presert conditions, 
every young man must serve six months in 
a manual lahour camp, so that he may know 
how hard it is for the man with the spade and 
shovel to earn a living. During this period of 
service for his country, the young German 
receives a uniform, rations, and about two- 
pence per day. 


Some of the Crops 


When the whole ct the 112,500 acres is 
brought under cultivation—-a matter of some 
time--it is intended to colonise it. Even with 
(soverninent backing, farming here has proved 
very ditlicu/t, chiefly because of crop diseases 
difficult to remedy. es 

In the area of 2,790 acres now in use, winter 
rye is sown: in small tracts; also wheat; while 
barley. oats, corn and hemp are grown as 
summer crops. 

Potatoes and sugar beet for stock feeding 
are grown. while plenty of ensilage is pro- 
vided from a mixture of clover, green corp 
and sunflowers. 


Live-Stock Kept 


The cattle stock comprises 310 milch cows, 
six bulls and 400 young cattle, all of black- 
spotted lowland Friesian type. These are 
on pasture for five and a half months of the 
yeep while during the remaining six and a 

alf months, owing to climatic conditions, 
they are house-fed.

The cowshed provides accommodation for 
324 cows in short stand boxes, with ag 
self-filling trough.

Calves are housed, three im a pen, ina 
shed fitted for eighty. Here flies were a 
source of trouble, and fly bands were in 
general use as a remedy, although the place 
was quite airy and clean looking. . 

The water supply plant comprises three 
deep wells, electro. motor pumps, with a 
Diesel motor in reserve. The water 1s purified 
by a grit and a copper sicve filter. 

A smooth-floored pit is provided in the 
open for ‘dung, and the liquid manure 1s col- 
lected for use on the land. ae 

The dairy is completely equipped with a 
igh temperature heater 
for cream and skimmed milk, refrigerator 
room, deep-cooling plant, and a refrigerator 
room in the cellar for foodstuffs. — 

In the spacious piggery there is accommo- 
dation for 700 pigs. This is a building of 
double wooden walls, the space between, bemg 
filled with German peaf. | 


Workers’ Dwellings 


Dwellings are provided for sixty single and 
married harvest labourers, with common room 
and bath, while brick family houses are being 
built to replace the wooden structures now 
being lected. The new houses consist cf 
three apartments, and have a garden at- 
tached. | 


There are twelve fodder silos of 100 ebm. 


each, and the silage is made from Indian 
corn and sunflowers, with broad beans. The 
cattle receive slightly over ó0lb. silage once a 
day, and about 40ib. sugar beet daily, in 
addition to hay and straw. 

While the cattle are on pasture a rotational 
system of grazing is adopted, This goes on 
from May to September, when the weather 
usually gets calder, and the animals are 
housed. : 

In the matter of machinery, the establish- 
ment is very well appointed, and may, in 
most respects, be described as self-contained. 

The transport of employés, fertilisers and 
crops is greatly facilitated by a 20 km. sta- 
tionary field railway system, and a 4 km.

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GOOD THINGS F< 


‘THE late August sun is shining as I 
write, but I have already enjoyed 


stewed blackberry and apple tart and raw 
blackberries with cream; also helped in 
the making of blackberry jelly. And 1 
have marked with meditative eye a good 
spot for gathering elderberries, and 
another for crab apples. 

In these days, when one pays so much 

for everything, it is pleasant -to reflect 
that there are still good things to be had 
for nothing, and that they afford a good 
excuse for picnics! So here are some 
recipes with which you may fortify your 
pantry shelves against the onset of winter 
scarcity and high prices: 
, Blackberry and Apple Jam is a per- 
ennial favourite, This year try this 
rectpe: Take equal quantities by weight 
of freshly-picked. blackberries and apples. 
Put the blackberries in a pan with a 
little water, just enough to prevent 
burning and sticking. While . they 
stew peel and core your apples, and cook 
separately until tender, Mix the cooked 
fruits, and stir in preserving sugar—one 
pound to every pint of cooked fruit—and 
cook quickly. 
to set in thirty-five to forty minutes. The 
idea of cooking berries and apples 
separately is to ensure the apple slices 
being soft; if all are done together the 
apple tends to remain hard. 

Blackberry Jelly is another favourite 
not only for spreading on bread, but for 
serving with rice puddings, blancmanges 
and other such sweets. Try'it in the 
nursery, and see how kindly the children 
take to it. 

Put the berries in the preserving pan, 
with enough water to show through, but 
not to cover the fruit. Boil to a pulp, and 
then strain (without squeezing or press- 
ing) through a jelly bag. © Measure the 
strained juice as it goes into the pan, and 
for each pint weigh out one pound of 
sugar. oi] the juice alone for fifteen 
minutes, and meanwhile put the sugar to 
heat in the oven. Then add the sugar to 
the juice, and boil both together till the 
jelly sets when dropped on a cold saucer. 
Pour into pots and cover at once. 


FRUIT DRINKS 


Now for some good fruit drinks, the first 
two for grown-ups only :— 

Blackberry Syrup—First strain out 
your blackberry juice (as for jelly), and 
see how many pints you have. Now make 
the syrup, allowing as many pounds of 
sugar as you have pints of juice. Boil 
the sugar, with a pint of water to every 
pound, till it makes a thick syrup. Now 
add the blackberry juice to the syrup, and 
for every quart of syrup add half a grated 
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he jam should be ready

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nutmeg. When the whcle mixture has 
boiled for half an hour pour in half a 
wineglass of brandy for every quart of 
syrup. Leave till cold, then bottle and 
store. 

Blackberry Wine—Cover your black- 
berries with water and put them. in the 
oven to draw out the juice. Strain them 
through 4 sieve, and put the juice aside 
to ferment for a fortnight. Then for each 
two quarts of juice add one pound of 
sugar and a quarter of a pint of gin. 
Then bottle, but be careful not to cork too 
closely. This is a very comforting drink 
in cold weather. 

Elderberry Wine.—Take 5lb.  elder- 
berries and strip them from the stalk. To 
every 5lb. of fruit add 1 gallon water, 1b. 
raisins, 4 oz. whole ginger (bruised), and 
4 oz. cloves. Boil all together for about 
10 minutes, strain and cool. Then add 


well, and when dissolved pour into bottles 
and leave to ferment. Fill to the top 
every day for 10 days, when fermentation 
will cease. Then cork very tightly. 


CIDER AND APPLE WINE 
Cider and Apple Wine are also worth 


making, particularly if you have an 
orchard, as you can use up the windfalls. 

Cider.—Take a gallon of apples and chop 
or mince them. Put into a tub, and pour 
over them a gallon of boiling water. Stir 
every day for a fortnight, and then strain, 
adding sugar to taste. When dissolved 
ek into stone jars and cork tightly. When 
ermentation has subsided bung tightly, 
and store for three months before using. 

Apple Wine.—Wash four pounds of 
apples and cut them up small without 
peeling. Place them in a wooden tub with 
the rind and juice of one lemon. Now 
cover with one gallon of cold water and 
leave for a fortnight, stirring daily. Then 
strain, add a quarter-stone of loaf sugar, 
leave for two days, and then put into a 
gallon jar and cork. The wine will be 
ready fur use in six months’ time. 

lor those who like to taste the result 
of their labours at once, here is a quick 
recipe for a somewhat unusual jam. 
Gather 6lb. of barberries and weigh out 
an equal amount of sugar. Wash the 
a: and put them in the pan with the 
sugar. Stir, and bring slowly to the 
boil. Boil gently for 15-20 minutes, 
stirring continuously. Then pot and 
cover. 7

The tailored suit will remain as popu- 
lar as ever for fall wear,. but will offer 
more than usual diversity, as jackets vary 
from the short bolero to the man’s cut- 
away, dipping low in the back.

T is usually with a feeling of relief that 
mother looks forward to baby’s second 
year. By this time he has got over the 
worst of his teething and digestive 
troubles, and should be taking small 
quantities of solid food quite well. 
Though mother will be delighted to see 


his diet, she should be specially careful to 
see that his digestion is not being over- 
taxed. | : 

She can make sure of this from the 
beginning by introducing into his diet 
homogenised foods.

BAKED CUSTARD 


Here is a recipe for a baked custard 
with either homogenised fruits or 
vegetables. Take one egg, half a cupful 
of milk and half a cupful of homogenised 
fruits and vegetables.

If 
you use homogenised fruits, then add one 
teaspoonful castor sugar.- Pour the mix- 
ture into a small dish and bake in a 
moderate.oven for about 45 minutes until

If you 
make it with homogenised fruits, serve a 
little fruit pulp. (prunes make good fruit.

AT 18 MONTHS 


By the time baby is eighteen months 
old he should be taking three meals a day. 
Breakfast can consist of groats or porridge 
with 4 pint of milk, a little thin bread and 
butter or a small piece of bread fried in 
bacon fat, and 4 pint of milk to drink. 

Between breakfast and dinner give him 
a little fruit, a slice of apple if his teeth 
are through, or a few, sections of orange. 

For lunch a dessertspoonful of finely 
minced white chicken, lean mutton or 
under-cooked beef with a little sieved 
potato and a teaspoonful of sieved veget- 
able make a tasty combination. This ma 
be followed by a small quantity of mil

with this meal. If he is thirsty give him 
a little water between meals, 


FOR TEA 


For tea give thin slices of bread and 
butter, spread with honey if liked, sponge 
cake, plain cake or a sweet biscuit and 
half a pint of milk to drink, 

Most children will require nothing 
further until breakfast next morning: If 
you think your child needs something 
before he goes to bed. give him a little 
clear broth or a tablespoonful of homo- 
genised soup food mixed with half a cup- 
ful of warm water.

8 lbs. tomatoes, 4 shallots, 1 oz. sugar, 


il oz. salt, 2 teaspoonsful mustard, § pint 


vinegar, 20 peppercorns, 4 blades mace, 
a few celery seeds. 

Wipe and cut tomatoes into quarters, 
chop the shallots.. Put in an aluminium 
jar over a low heat at first, simmer gently 
until cooked. Rub through a sieve, and 
to every quart of tomato purée allow t 
pint vinegar, 4 oz. sugar, 4 oz. salt, 
teaspoonful mustard, 10 peppercorns, 2 
blades mace. Tie the peppercorns, mace 
and celery seeds into a small piece of 
muslin. Mix the mustard to a paste with 
a little of the tomato juice... Add. all the 
ingfedients to the juice and cook slowly 
until the mixture is of the right con- 
sistency. Remove the peppercorns, etc. 
Put into sterilised jar and seal imme- 
diately. Fruit bottling jars or ordinary 
ones may be used. Cover the latter at 
once with melted fat. 


Watnut KETcHuUP. 

, Boil gently a gallon of the expressed 
juice of young green walnuts, skim it well, 
then put into it a pound of anchovies, 
bones and liquor, 1 oz. cloves, 2 or á dozen 
shallots. 1 os. mace, 1 os. pepper, the same 
of garlic and three teaspoonsful of dry 
mustard. Let it all boil until the shallots 
sink, then place the liquor in a pan until 
cold. Bottle it, dividing the spice equally 
in each bottle and tie a piece of moistened 
bladder over the top. This really should

MATERNITY AND CHILD

The report of Dr. Abernethy, medical 
superintendent officer of health for the 
borough of Londonderry for the year 1936 
states that the tuberculosis problem has been 
energetically dealt with to the best of local 
resources. The clinic premises are not suit- 
able for the purpose of treatment, and the 
institutional accommodation is inadequate. to 
meet the demands. Derry ranks lowest in the 
death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 
second from all forms of the disease. Child 
welfare clinics continue to be held weekly, 
one in’ the City and one at the Waterside. A 
weekly ante-natal clinic at the City and 
County Hospital has received the assiduous 
attention of Dr. Scott Watson, who has 
generously given his services to this very 
necessary work. During the year 227 neces- 
sitons mothers received grade “ A ” milk to 
the value of £71 6s. 6d., and 176 necessitous 
cases received’ dried milk to the amount of 
£41 10s. 3d. 

During the year twenty-six schools in the 
county borough were inspected, and the chil. 
dren were, on the whole, physically fit. 

Of the number of carcases seized at the 
public abattoir 178 cattle, 50 sheep, 3 pigs 
and-a goat were condemned and destroyed. 

No municipal effort has yet been made to 
improve conditions in working-class areas. 
The number of houses erected is totally in- 
adequate to meet the demands of an increase 
in population. The estimated population of 
the borough is 48,340, and the approximate 
number of houses is 8,750. The annual birth- 
rate per 1,000 of the population is 26.5Y, and 
the annual death-rate is 12.97. The infantile 
mortality figure shows a satisfactory de- 
crease, and deaths from tuberculosis and the 
common : infections are below those of the 
previous year.

Oscar ignored 
them, but Willie would become indignant.

The general opinion was that a slight 
blemish on her face was the reason why 
Lady Wilde adopted the soft lighting in

The world of 
letters met at his old home on the square ;

TEACHING IRISH

There was 
a great waste of the enthusiasm and the de- 
sire of youth for service, and to remedy that 
was a job for Muintir na Tire. It was a 
pity to have that enthusiasm side- 
tracked into military or semi-military or- 
ganisation when it might be diverted into 
encouraging the youth to make bathing 
pools, plant trees and shrubs, conduct anti 
litter campaigns, encourage the drama, 
music, dancing, trish and physical culture. 


ONLY FOR PAY 


It was very hard to find an Irishman who 
would do things unless for pay. It was the 
women who were got to do things. Fifty per 
eent. of the blindness in this country was 
preventable.

During the eartier, or what might be termed 
the experimental, years of the new scheme

for young persons-—(1, boys and girls over the 
age of 14 who have just completed the

wise)—were organised, At some centres the 
attendance was fairly regular, but, generally 
speaking, the evrolment and attendance was 
unsatisfactory and irregular, and. a funda- 
mental change in the organisation became 
necessary. 

As far as young persons destined for em- 
ployment on the land were concerned, no great 
improvement in attendance at the whole time 
day courses in thg rural schools might be 
anticipated, and the necessity for a revision 
of the curriculum and the organisation of such 
schools was clearly indicated, Lf the elauses 
relative fo the enforcement of contimuaticu 
education contained in the Act be carefully 
studied, it would be seen at once that there 
would be many advantages, even from the 
standpoint of those interested operas) in 
the primary and secondary branches of educa- 
tion. The fact that voluntary whole-time 
attendance at primary or secondary schools 
would enable young persons to evade 
attendance at the compulsory courses pro 
vided by the Voeational Education Com- 
mittees would tend te encourage at least 
some parents to arrange for the continued 
full attendance of their children at the 
primary and secondary schools. Similarly, 
other parents would. be encouraged to arrange 
for the attendance at whole-time day rural 
schools controlled by the Vocational Eduea- 
tion Committees. At the risk of appearing 
to enter the controversial sphere, he woul 


| suggest that a lot could be said in favour of 


the system of familiarising young persons at 
a comparatively early age with the actual 
conditions of the oecupation which was to be 
their permanent means of livelihood con- 
currently with the continuance of their formal 
education in the school; or, in other words, 
in favour of the system visualised when the 
clauses for the enforcement of continuation 
education were being copsidered—that is, the 
blend of two means of education—the formal 
in the school and the informal through 
contact with tre concrete problems associated 
with the occuffations concerned. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


To enable versons destined for employment 
as craftsmen in rural areas to avail of the 
opportunities for higher technical education 
provided in the urban schools, a scheme of 
scholarships should be provided and eourses 
for apprentices arranged at intervals similar 
to those associated with the Department's 
trade scholarships. Such. courses could be 
couducted most economically locally in one 
of the larger and better equipped urban 
technical schocls, For the benefit of persons 
resident in places beyond the reach of the 
permanent school, part-time sessional courses 
in Irish or rural science, conducted mainly 
by teachers attached to the permanent 
centres, and short courses (six weeks’ dura’ 
tion) in demestic economy and woodwork, 
conducted by itinerant teachers, are pro- 
vided. The great difficulty was suitable 
accommodation The problem could be solved 
by previding mobile structures on the lines 
of the modern caravan, suitably modified in 
design. Efforts to restore the national 
language would be reinforced if, for each 
county scheme, a small family of native 
speakers were provided with a mobile struc- 
ture desiened on somewhat similar lines. 

A well-organised county seheme would 
provide for general lectures to be given 
throughout the rural area during the session. 
In South Tipperary lectures, illustrated by 
lantern slides, on Irish history and archeology 
had been a regular feature for several years, 
and the lectures were given by a member of 
the staff attached to one of the urban schools. 
It was hoped to extend those lectures, and to 
include slides calculated to educate the farmer 
and the villager as to the advantage of pay- 
ing greater attentioa to the appearance of the 
homestead:

To touch, first, on the subject of pro 
tection; what are the facts as regards the ja 
in Ireland?

Now, the truth is that in England, as in 
Ireland, the jay given that measure of 

rotection which pertains to *‘non-scheduled” 
jirds, that is to say, it, may net be killed or 
made prisoner during clese time by anyone 
but an owner of land (or someone authorised 
by him); and, that person, if he choases to 
set a price on the bird’s head, does se solely 
at his own cost, 

This, it will be said, is “only a sort of 
protection.” But it is the only sort ; hbo in 
Ireland. Indeed, in Ireland, the bird gets a 
poorer measure than it gets in England; for, 
while in both countries even a neon-scheduled 
bird receives full protection when it enters . 
sanctuary,” there are many more sanctuaries 
in Bngland than in Ireland, so that the Irish 
jay has, after all, a real Irish “a ite 

‘f think, then, we may fairly claim that any 
charge that can be brought against the Free 
State of over-protection of the jay falls 
heavily to the ground. 

No doubt, the kindness and gover unwill. 
ingness of our people to take life, have given 
it practical safety in many gardens and ocher 
resorts where its activities continue to pro- 


voke resentment. It takes thy eggs of many. 


little birds, and sometimes on so large a scale 
that one wonders how it comes to pass that so 
many of the victimised species survive; yet 
they not only survive but remain apparently 
as abundant as ever. Such, at least, has been 
my experience on grounds where jays have,

Caliban in Russia 


“Ban, ‘ban, ca-Caliban | 

Has a new master, get a new man!” 

A story, which we supposed to be a 
comic invention, tells that a Socialist 
found his child reading “ King Lear ” as 
a school text, and protested against the 
use of a work which recognised class 
distinctions A book recently published 
in London, ‘‘ A False Utopia,’’ proves that 
the story was not fantastic after all. The 
author tells what Russian criticism makes 
of Shakespeare. A leading Marxist 
author, he says, describes Shakespeare 
as “the humanist ideologist of the 
bourgevisie of his time,” who “ exposes 
feudal Knights and profit-Knights of 
primary accumulation.’’ Iago is “ the 
predatory cynical philistine merchant of 
the period of primary accumulation,”’ 
while Caliban is the “ true revolutionary.”’ 
The tragedies and comedies are ‘‘ militant 
feudal

revolutionary protests against 

forms, conceptions, institutions,’’ 
their roots in “ the revolutionary ideas 
and moods of the bourgevtste.”’

Sir Andrew's horse by a wager, the first 
‘ profiteer’’’? If so, it is plain that he 
does not know what it is to laugh at 
human folly and to smile at good-humoured 
rascality. He is the first critic since the 
Puritans who took two roystering gentle- 
men seriously. ‘‘ Dost thou think, because 
thou art virtuous, there shall be no more 
cakes and ale?” Sir Toby asked. “lí 
thou art Marxian, there shall be neither,’ 
well might be the reply. What would 
Shakespeare make of an admirer of 
Caliban, that symbol of the beast in human 
form? He would gasp and call for more 
sack, If ever he drew a creature that he 
despised it was that brainless monster— 
that greedy, cowardly, gross and mis- 
begotten brute—plotting stupidly against 
his master’s intellect and the fairness of 
his master’s daughter. Yet this same 
beast is hailed in a revolutionary land as 
the ‘‘ true revolutionary,” and there 
seems to be no self-respect or reason left 
in Russia to protest. The _ idealistic 
revolutionary could win respect from the 
most conservative. Shakespeare drew him 
in Brutus. The revolutionary who recog- 
nises himself in Caliban, and is proud of 
it, is something new. The enemy of the 
Russian revolution may describe the mass- 
slaughtering masters of Moscow as 
Calibans, but his contemptuous opinion 
falls short of what we now behold— 
Calibans self-confessed and unashamed. 
This, however, is the logical end of what 
has gone on for nearly twenty years in 
the despising of culture and the 
slaying or exiling of men of intellect. 
A State that sought to rid itself of the 
intelligent, on the score that culture was a 
bourgeois quality, is left with writers of 
such phrases as we ! we quoted to be its 
best interpreters. We behold in the vast, 
lumbering, powerful thing that is Sovjet 
Russia, therefore, a creature like those 
prehistoric monsters, larger than any now-

Mahony, daughter of Dr. Mahony, 
Lindsay road, Glasnevin, and Miss

Throughout the day and up to a late 
hour this evening Civic Guards, under 
Sergeant Carroll, and hundreds of holiday: 
makers made an extensive search of the 
cliffs and rocks in the neighbourhood of 
the Diamond Rocks. 

Fishermen put out in canoes to make a 
search of the sea near the place where 
several articles were found, but so-rough 
was the sea that it was not possible for 
the boats to go within fifty yards of the 
cliffs. The wind was very strong and 
gusty and heavy seas prevailed. Indeed, 
it became so rough that it was impossible 
to continue the search, and the men had 
to give up. i 


HIGH SEAS RUNNING 


When I visited the Diamond Rocks to- 
day I could see practically nothing of the 
rocks: The sea was running very high, 
and the waves were shooting over a 
hundred feet into the air. The spray came 
over the cliffs, People helping in the 
search received a good wetting. 

The place where the women are feared 
to have been lost is most dangerous, and 
there are many caves around into which 
it is possible that the bodies may have 
been. swept. . 

Dr. Daniel Mahony left here to-day for 
Dublin. The people of the town are 
shocked at the mysterious disappearance 
of the young women. The general opinion 
is that one of the women slipped into the 
water and that the other must have gone 
to her assistance, with the sad result that 
beth were drowned.

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HONG KONG'S 
NIGHT OF TERROR 
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TYPHOON CAUSES 
WIDESPREAD HAVOC 
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From Revter’s ConnRESPONDENT. 
HONG KONG, Thursday. 


ONG KONG awoke this morning 

to a terrible scene of desolation 

after a night of horror caused by a 

great typhoon, which — a velo- 
city of 130 miles an hour. 

Striking the Colony at 2 a.m., the 
typhoon left in its wake a city which 
is described as appearing as if it had 
been subjected to a heavy aerial bom- 
bardment. 

Loss of life ashore is already put as 
high as 100, while the death-roll 
among vessels afloat off Hong Kong 
is put even higher. oe 

Thousands of tons of shipping, 
including a number of British vessels, 
were caught in the typhoon. 


HOUSES COLLAPSE 


Fifteen bodies have been recovered from 
a huge fire which raged in West Point, the 
Chinese section, while numerous Chinese 
houses have collapsed, burying the 
occupants. 

As the day wore on the full force of the 
havoc caused by the typhoon became 
evident, 

The wind reached such a velocity that 
the observatory instruments ceased to 
function after registering 125 to 140 miles 
an hour. 

The streets are blocked in all directions. 
Numbers of both large and small craft are 
piled up on the waterfront. Solid blocks 
of masonry have fallen, while walls have 
been carried considerable distances. 

Star Ferry pier and other piers on the 
waterfront are complete wrecks. 

A Press Association correspondent in one 
place saw a two-ton safe in the middle of 
a road littered with wrecked motor cars 
and trucks, and surrounded by debris of 
shop fronts. 


FLYING WRECKAGE 


Hours after the typhoon had passed the 
wind was still howling. Few persons were 
venturing outside owing to the danger of 
flying wreckage. 

Damage to ocean liners is impossible at 
the moment to estimate, as vessels are 
sheltering in Junk Bay, outside the 
harbour. 

At the time the harbour was crowded 
with shipping, including liners and a 
number of steamers taking shelter there 
owing to the Japanese blockade. 

All shops on the waterfront are flooded 
waist deep, Revenue officers and other 
helpers .have carried out many heroic 
rescue efforts. 

Communication with Shanghai is com- 
pletely cut off, and the cable and wireless 
service has also been interrupted. 


WORK OF RESCUE 

A group of British police and 
Revenue officers performed magnificent 
rescue work. Tied together with ropes, 
they saved the crews of several

The Times observes editorially to-day :— 
The events. of the last few days in the 
Western Mediterranean have revealed a 
state of affairs which is fast becomin; 
intolerable. ‘That sea is one of the grea 
highways of the world, more crowded with 
shipping of all nationalities than any other 
sea route except the English Channel. 
The countries bordering upon it—all the 
nations of Europe, indeed—are nominally 
at peace with one another; most of them 
are actually engaged in collaboration with 
one another in the endeavour to devise 
and operate a comprehensive set of 
measures intended to prevent the internal 
conflagration in Spain from spreading to 
other peoples. Spain alone is in the grip 
of armed conflict, and that not against any 
foreign enemy, but between rival parties 


within the country, each striving to extend 


its sway over the whole.. In that conflict 
the great majority of ships which traverse 
the Western editerranean have no 
interest or concern whatever. They have 
every right to pass through these waters, 
and they have every right to immunity 
from molestation in doing so. 

- Even if the warring factions in Spain 
recognised by other Powers as 
belligerents in the international sense, and 
were thus accorded the right to visit 
foreign merchant vessels at sea in order to 
verify their character and business, the 
greatest inconvenience to which innocent 
merchant ships should be subjected would 
be that of the small delay entailed by the 
process of visit. Yet such is the reckless- 
ness and disregard of the rights—and even 
the lives—of third parties with which the 
Spanish struggle is being conducted, that 
any ship, whether man-of-war or merchant 


ship, in the Western Mediterranean may 


apparently be the victim of attack as 


sudden and brutal as it is unjustified. 
There is but one way to deal with such 


conduct, and that it the course of action 


already enjoined on the British Mediter- 
ranean Fleet—prompt counter-attack,

700 GERMAN 
TOURISTS

The North German liner, The Stuttgart, 
is due to arrive in the port of Dublin this 
morning with a party of 700 German tourists.

The German tourists aboard the liner will 
spend the day on sight-seeing trips round 
Dublin and district, while the citizens of 
Dublin in large numbers are sure to take 
advantage of the opportunity to inspect the 
liner itself. : 

It is the first time that a German boat on 
a pleasure cruise has made Dublin a port of 
call in its itinerary, apart from calling to 
take away tourists or pilgrims, and speaks 
of the active interest that 1s now. being taken 
in Continental countries in the possibilities 
of this country as a touring place.

‘‘Meanwhile, there is nothing to prevent 
listeners from hearing a good commentary on 
next Sunday s match except the unwillingness 
of the G.A.A. to allow it. It is not a ques- 
tion of money. That has never arisen until 
‘the Secretary of the G.A.A, mentioned it in 
his letter published in some newspapers to- 
day. Neither is it a question of lack of good- 
will on the part of the broadcasting authori- 
ties, who are only too anxious to give these 
broadcasts, but are in the unfortunate posi- 
tion that, while they can broadcast from 
motor races, Kugby games, boxing matches, 
etc., they cannot send a commentator whom 
they have proved to be a good commentator 
to broadcast from such an important national 
fixture as the All-Ireland hurling final.

RAID ON LONGFORD. 
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REVOLVER PRESENTED 
AT WOMAN

Evidence of a night raid on a country shop* 
in County Longford was given at Longford 
when James Casey, Ledwithstown, Bally- 
mahon, and Thomas Carberry, Derryhawnj 
were charged with breaking into the ‘house 
of Rose Martin, Foigha, and stealing tobacco, 
cigarettes, lard and cash to the value of £10

Miss Martin deposed that after 9 pm.

One man gave. her a box 
on the ear and a “great shove.’’ - Having 
put out the kitchen lamp this man went into 
the shop and was breaking the ‘till, where 
she had the money. The other man with the 
revolver, who put her sitting in the kitchen, — 
said that they would murder her if they did 
not get what they had come for, and he 
told ox not to shout or speak or they would 
murder her. To prevent the till being broken 
she gave the key of the till to the man 
with the revolver, who passed it to the 
other. They then bia the kitchen and 
other rooms. They had a whispered conversa- 
tion, and the man with the revolver asked 
her where were the notes. She had sold 
cattle a few days before for £66. She took 
a paper bag off the table and said: ‘* There’s 
the money, and go.” The other man then 
took cigarettes, tobacco, tea, and -lard - out 
of the shop, put them in a 2-cwt sugar bag, 
and carried chem aff on his back. 

The accused.men were remanded in custody 
to Wednesday next.
